TenneiMtn Man's Thrilling Escape. 


Caratbersville, Mo., April 7.—The river 


has fallen 2-10ths of a foot bere in the 
past twenty-four hours, and continues to 
fall rapidly. The St. Francis levee is 
still being closely watched, and guards 
will not likely be withdrawn until the 
water has entirely receded. The Belle 
Memphis passed up yesterday with a 
smaller number of refugees than she has 
had on any up-trlp during tho overflow. 
One of them, Peter Branbeart,trom Plum 
Point, Tenn., said: 


'My wife and myself were eating break- 


fast when we beard a sound like distant 
thunder. Tbe levee had broken. We had 
no means of escape, and, becoming panic 
stricken, my wife ran out the door and 
tried to escape. I attempted to follow 
her, but was overtaken by the water, and 
was barely able to save my life, by climb- 
ing on a floating log. I was rescued by 
parties in a hkiff, and carried to the levee 
In an unconscious condition. I waited 
forty hours without anything to eat, 
when the Belle Memphis picked me up. 
All I hail In the world was destroyed, and 
I have heard nothing of my wife since 
that destructive flood overtook us. I 
never expect to see her again this side of 
heaven. I am 64 years old, and am 
thrown on tbe mercies of tbe world."

of the country. These misfortunes are 
stated on reliable authority to be tbe most 
destructive floods that have ever devasted 
tbe Mississippi valley, the water being at 
a much higher stage than It ever reached 
before. Fiom Marlon, Ark., north of 
Memphis to Greenville, Miss., a distance 
of more than 260 miles by river, it is ie- 
ported that there ara at least fifty towns 
and villages under water, and extending 
from 100 miles north of Memphis to 200 
miles south and from five to forty miles 
wide the country is submerged. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of cultivated 
soil, with growing crops, are Included in 
the submerged territory. In th's section 
alone there are 50,000 to 60,000 people 
whose property has been destroyed, whose 
business has been suspended. Growing 
crops have been ruined, thousands of cat- 
tle have been drowned. Tbe inhabitants 
In certain areas are threatened with star- 
vation. As a great majority of the 
sufferers are small farmers they are thus 
left entirely destitute and will be unpre 
pared for work even after tho floods have 
subsided. The entire Mississippi valley in 
Arkansas Is flooded and communication 
with many points is cut off. In Missis- 
sippi a like condition exists. The levees 
in Louisiana with a single exception, 
have held, bub the. water Is rlsinp and 
the situation there H reported as extreme- 
ly critical. Under such circumstances the 
citizens of those states look for the co op- 
eration and support of the national i?ov-

It Is reported that 
their number bai been rrduced one-half 
this winter by death, dm to starvation

DUAL PERSONALITY. 


Well-Known Scientist Di«cu»»e« It* 


Medico-Legal Slfttnn. 


A paper was recently read before the 


section o£ neurology of the American 
Medical association by Dr. K. Osgood 
Mason, the medical scientist, whose in- 
restigations in psychical phenomena 
have attracted i\iile attention, on the 
origin and medico-legal aspect of the 
dual personality. 


He believes that not only physical pe- 


culiarities and tendencies to certain dis- 
eases, but mental characteristics, may 
be transmitted to descendants, often 
passing over one or more generations to 
appear unmistakably in a later one. 
"Suppose, for instance, that five gener 
stions back there had appeared a man 
of thoroughly bad characteristics mar- 
ried to a right-minded, moral, even re- 
ligious woman." He further supposes 
that this man's life was in every vtay 
profane and vicioiis; th:it "the genera- 
tions which immediately succeeded 
came under influences, which, aided by 
inherited 
characteristics 
from the 


mother, led to lives of morality, up- 
rightness, or even conspicuous piety." 
In the fifth generation appeared a man 
almost the counterpart of his evil an- 
cestor. "Where did this etil tendency 
exist during the four iater\ening gen- 
erations?" Dr. Mason states that in the 
"fourth generation was a mild and re- 
ligiously inclined noman of delicate 
health. Some sudden shock, syncope or 
toss of consciousness occurs, snd on re- 
covery an entirely new personality is 
found. The patient 
commences 
to 


curse, to vilify eveij thing good, and to 
uphold sentiments and practices of the 
most criminal character. The neulj- 
urrixed personality has a cuain of mem- 
ories and individual history quite for- 
eign to the primary self, but consistent 
with tlip remote ancestor, whom we 
have considered." 
In an hour her own 


consciousness has lelmned and her re- 
cent condition is perhaps called tempo- 
rary insanity^ or, in more primitive 
times, was termed ", Oi'-e-sMOn of the 
»vil spirit." In lil><' iiumuvr n pleasant 
atavism may ap) ear inter generations 
o£ evil-doers. Th • doctor cites many 
cases of alteinatiiig pi-isonality, which 
makeo the Jek\ I] nnd Hyde story seem 
quite pi obable ai.tl e\;>Iains many cases 
of erratic actions in staid citizens, as 
n ell as pseudi-memoi j an<f many of out 
strange impulses, which theosophists 
claim prove reincarnation to be .1 real 
itj. Mr. Mason claims tliatU isbuttlic 
Iransmission of qualities and 
ideas 


which may for years remain dormant, 
nnd that one's ordinary self sliould not 
be punished for a crime the motive of 
which may ba traced to a remoteances- 
tor. He thinks the question of interest 
not onlv to the scientists but the whole 
world. "

A REMARKABLE LAMP. 


Electric Illnmlnntor for 
IHoreles 


Which U a Real Sncc<-»». 


Electric lamps for bicycles have for 


the most part been dead failures. They 
were too heavy, or too inefficient, or too 
troublesome, and the bicyclist, as a rule, 
felt that he had thrown the purchase 
money away. The latest electric wheel 
lamp, however, is of an entirely differ- 
ent order. It is a clear, powerful illumi- 
nator, which cannot be blcnvn out. 
jarred ouit, or extinguished by the ordi- 
nary accidents which affectother lights 
It consists of two parts, the batt«r,\, 
or source of power, which is carried in 
a compact leather case hung from the 
top bar of the diamond frame, or from 
the haoidle bars of the drop-frame ma 
ohir.e. The lamp proper is very smnll. 
heavily plated, with silver reflector 
mounted on a swivel support, and con- 
nected by a slender cord with the bal- 
tcry. Within this is the small incandes 
cent lamp which gives the light. Tbe 
whole outfit is almost as useful in a 
carriage as it is on a bicycle. Themosl 
striking thing about it is She power of 
the light which the rider can instantlj 
deflect in any desired direction. It is 
more like a. miniature search light than 
like an ordinary lamp, and it throws o 
strong beam of light for 50 or 75 yard' 
ahead.

H» terms. A recent case in Eng-lacd is 
very slgnifl-ant. 
Probably the same 


rule of law should be followed in the 
United States. 


A bicyclist in London held nn accident 


policy which provided for payment in 
caae of damage or death while ridinp 
on a "passenger train, passenger steam- 
er, omnibus, tram car, dog- cart, coach 
carriage or other passenger vehicle." 
While on his wheel an accident oc- 
curred in which he WM killed. 


It was held on the application of his 


heirs for the payment of the policy 
that while riding: on hi* wheel he was 
not within the terms of tie insurance 
Tie judge in deciding the rawe said that 
no claim could he made, n« more than 
if he had been "on skates" at the time 
of MM accident which caused his death 


In thia comrtry generally the law has 


held, that bicycles are "vehicles" in the 
Intent of law. But to avoid trouble 
wheelmen and wlieelwomen holding-ac- 
cident insurance should have ttieir pol- 
icies so amended as to specify the bicj- 
cle risk.—Chicago Chronicle.
